MICROFILM PROJECT {5 
BEING SPONSORED BY 
BETHEL HISTORICAL SOCIETY 

Newspapers relating to the 
Bethe] area are continuing to be 
microfilmed. by Northeast Repro- 
graphics, of Bangor, This project is 
being funded with a grant from 
the Maine State Commission on 
the Aris and Humanities and the 
Bethel Historical Society. Already 
completed are the Oxford Observ- 
er 1824-1828, the Oxford Democat 
1833-1900 and the Rumford. Citizen 
1906-1908. The Bethel Courier 1859- 
1861 is currently being microfilm- 
1 and plans are for the Bethel 
News and Citizen (1895 to the pre- 
sént) to be included in this project. 

A great part of its history Beth- 
el did not haye a local newspap- 
er. Citizens. throughout most of 
the 19th century depended upon 
the Oxford Observer and Demo- 
crat for their news, Microfilming 
newspapers. not only preserves a 
valuable historical resource for 
posterity but makes it available to 
other repositories. There also is 
an advantage in storage. Micro- 
film reels require little space in 
comparison ‘to the equivalent or- 
iginals and eliminate handling of 
often fragile newsprint copies, 

The microfilm collection of the 
Bethel Historical Society is row 
available for use by the public in 
the archives cf the Dr. Moses Ma- 
son House,
